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Two new species, Pedicularis latibracteata and P. odontocorys are described from 
SW China. 
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I had an opportunity to study the many 
specimens of Pedicularis collected from SW 
China by co-operations of Department 
Botany, University Museum, University of 
Tokyo and Herbarium, Kunming Institute of 
Botany, Academia Sinica, Yunnan. In this 
study I found two new species which are de¬ 
scribed in this paper. 


Pedicularis latibracteata Yamazaki, sp. 
nov. (Ser. Microchiliae) [Figs. 1A, 2A] 
Herba perennis. Rhizoma breviter 
decumbente, sursum folia caespitosa sterilia 
caulesque scapiformes, deorsum radices 
fiburosas plus minusve camosas emittens;

23 mm longa, pallide purpurea, tubo ca. 12 
mm longo, supra basin geniculato, parte 
inferiora ca. 2 mm lato, superiora ca. 3 mm 
lato; galea ca. 10 mm longa, basi ca. 3 mm 
lata, supeme ca. 2 mm lata, glabra, apice 
dorso rotundata, antice leviter elevata, cum 
marginibus anticis rostrum brevissimum 
oblique truncatum ad angulos inferos 
dentibus 2 deltoidibus minimis formanta; la¬ 
bium infemm ca.13 mm longum et latum, 
lobo medio oblongo, ca. 7 mm longo 3 mm 
lato, lobis lateralibus ovatis, ca. 5 mm longis 
et latis, margine leviter denticulatis. Stamina 
4 inclusa, filamends omnibus glabris. Cap- 
sula ignota.

4400 m, on 
glassland slope. 27°21'N, 100°05'E (S. 
Wu, M. Wakabayashi, S. Akiyama, Y. Hu, 
X. Cheng, F. Miyamoto and W. Chen. Aug. 
8, 1999, no. 103068. Typus TI). 

This species resembles Pedicularis 
fragarioides Tsoong, but differs by the 
broader bracts and the narrower middle lobe 
of the lower lip of corolla. 


Pedicularis odontocorys Yamazaki, sp. 
nov. (Ser. Lyratae) [Figs. IB, 2B] 

Herba perennis, 4-6 cm alta. Radices 
fiburosae, fasiculatae, collo reliquiis 
petiolum filiformibus obstito.

longis, alatis, margine pilosis, supeme ad 
nervos puberulis, laminis oblongis, 10-15 
mm longis, 4-8 mm latis, supeme 
glabris, subtus albo-squamulosis, profunde 
pinnatifidis, segmentis 4-5-jugis, oblongo- 
ovatis, apice apiculatis, margine 2-3-denta- 
tis, dentibus ovatis, apiculatis. Bracteae 
foliiformes, breviter petiolatae, laminis 
oblongis, vel oblongo-ovatis, 10-15 mm 
longis, 6-8 mm latis, pinnatipartitis. 
Inflorescentiae terminates, capitatae. Flores 
oppositi, pedicelis 2-3 mm longis glabris. 
Calyx tubulosus, ca. 9 mm longus, 3 mm 
latus, membranceus, 10-costatus, haudo 
reticulatus, sparse pilosus, 5-lobatus, lobo 
postico minimo, deltoido, acuto, ca. 1.5 mm 
longo, lobis lateralibus ovatis, ca. 4 mm 
longis, 1.5-2 mm latis, basi constrictis, 
supeme dilatatis, profunde dentatis, dentibus 
ovatis. Corolla ca. 25 mm longa, pallide 
purpurea, tubo erecto, ca. 9 mm longo, 3 mm 
lato, calycem superante, glabro; galea erecta, 
supeme leviter curvata, ca. 18 mm longa, 2- 
2.5 mm lata, parte antherigera leviter 
dilatata, 2.5-3 mm lata, glabra, apice 
rotundata, infra superiore dentibus duobus 
ca. 8 mm longis omata, labio inferiore ca. 15 
mm longo et lato, galeo breviore, 3-lobato, 
lobo medio minimo, orbiculato, ca. 4 mm 
longo et lato, lobis lateralibus orbiculatis, ca. 
7 mm longis et latis, margine cilitis. Stamina 
4, inclusa, filamentis omnibus glabris. 
Capsula ignota. 
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Sichuan, Daocheng, around Gongga Shan 
nmiU, alt. 4600 m, on glassland. 28°26'N, 
100°22'E (S. K. Wu, H. Ikeda, S. Akiyama, 
F. Miyamoto and W. Chen. Aug. 5, 1997, 
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no. 1189. Typus TI). 

This species resembles P. dolichoglossa 
Li, but differs from it by dentate large calyx- 
lobes and pale purple corolla. 
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
